NANAIMO (CP) — A letter-car¬ 
rier who lightened his load of mail by 
burning first-class mail and advertis¬ 
ing flyers was jailed two years Wed¬ 
nesday for theft of mail. 

RCMP Constable Bill Ingenthron 
told the court that James Herbert Pea¬ 
cock, 43, had been spotted last Oc¬ 
tober burning mail and flyers in his 
back-yard incinerator. 


Peacock pleaded guilty to theft Of 
mail between Oct. 1 last year and 
March 17. 

Postal inspectors were assigned 
and on Monday Peacock was seen 
burning articles of mail. A search 
warrant was issued and two cartons, 
two shopping bags and a mailbag con¬ 
taining undelivered mail were found 
in Peacock’s home.

Webster’s t e 1 e g r a ra , ad¬ 
dressed to British Foreign 
Secretary Michael Stewart, 
aaid the islanders would nego¬ 
tiate with Britain only after 
"the complete and Immediate 
withdrawal of all armed 
forces" end "the removal of 
Mr. Anthony C W. Lee," who 
was sworn In Wednesday at 
Her Majesty’s resident emn- 
mlssicmer of Anguilla.

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Too Big to Listen? 


T he CANADIAN CABINET will meet in special 
session March 29-30 to give approval to Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau's new foreign and defence 
poUcies, the terms of which have been in the hands of 
his close advisers since last May. 

These vital decisions will be reached in secret. All 
that the public knows is that in the lealm of defence 
the prime minister Is reviewing Canada's role In the 
North Atlantic Treaty Or^nization and the North 
American Air Defence Treaty, and the possibility of 
further reducing the military establishment; and that 
in the foreign affairs Held he is determined to 
establish diplomatic relations with Communist China 
and. possibly with savings from armed services 
economies, deliver more foreign aid, particularly to 
ar«is of French influence. 

It is barely possible that there might be resistance 
In the cabinet to any drastic change in foreign 
policy—such as a phased withdrawal from NATO and 
NOXIAD, for example. But such is the Trudeau 
discipline there that it is hardly conceivable he could 
be thwarted. , 

Possibly the most disturbing aspect of the secret 
planning is that there have bmn no indications of 
discussion of these grave decisions with Canada’s 
allies, in particular the United States. Mr. Trudeau will 
go to Washington to discuss them“ with President 
Richard Nbcon on March 24-25, leaving only four days 
in which to adjust or amend his policies. 

Mr. W. Bruce Hutchison, a long-time defender of 
the Liberal faith, expressed his anxiety on thb very 
point when he wrote: “.,. Mr. Trudeau is putting the 
cart before the horse and turning the proper timetable 
upside-down when he proposes to frame a new 
Canadian foreign policy first and then meet President 
Nixon aherward with a fait accompli In his pocket.” 

It is courageous of Mr, Hutchison, and particularly 
significant in view of his political background, that he 
should warn: “If ... Mr. Trudeau decides to jettison 
NATO and the old continental friendship It may be 
Impossible to forestall a Canadian calamity" because 
of American reaction to that decision. 

Canadians must hope there may be men of 
sufficient strength and perspicacity In Mr. Trudeau’s 
cabinet who can prevent any impetuous decisions on 
foreign or defence policy. Canada has an obligation to 
her pailners to discuss her aims and intentions before 
and not after they are determined. That would be the 
way of ^sdom. And we are not yet too big or too old 
to listen to advice. 

That applies, too, to Mr. Trudeau.

I T WILL HAVE COME as a surpriM to most Victor¬ 
ians that more than 200 drivers were prosecuted in 
the dty in 1968 fpr making unnecessary noise with 
their cars, the majority for having faulty mufflers or 
none at ail, but 57 for squealing their tires. 

TTiere has been little or no publicity for this 
action on the part of the police for the reason stated by 
Mayor Hugh Stephen: “... the guilty ones simply 
come and pay a ticket.” Comequently the mayor is 
undoubtedly right in suspecting that the public thinks 
nothing is being done. 

But thinking back to the days before the city 
passed its bylaw to control objectionable automobile 
noise, one must grant that there has been an 
improvement No doubt word gets around among the 
noise-boys that Victoria is not a healthful place to play 
their games. 

The improvement in pedestrian habits hardly 
seems as great since the police started to crack down, 
late last year, on those disobeying the pedestrian 
signals, even though 162 have been (barged and many 
more warned. 

Still less has th^ been a noticeable decrease In 
the litter problem, and this may be related to the fact 
that there were only eight prc^ecutions for littering 
last year, In this regard, the police chief has expressed 
reluctance to take people to court. 

In a city that prides itself on its beauty and for 
that matter, depends upon its attractiveness for a 
large part of its living, it is difficult to find a good 
reason for this reluctance. An antl-Utter campaign 
such o the mayor says \yill be developed later this 
year will be welcome — and overdue.

the Soviet ckib. 

"But this Is woDderful,” a Ca¬ 
nadian resident here exclaimed. 

"Ihis is almoet a paean of 
praise."

’’The Swedes have a love-bate 
rclatkHOtiip with Canadian hock¬ 
ey,” he said in an interview 
Wednesday. 


‘"Ihe Canadian teams fill toe; 
Swedish arenas—abcxit the only 
teams that do—but they play a, 
harder game generally and the 
Swedes regard this as brutal. 
Canadian hockey ranks proba¬ 
bly somewhere below the 
riau^iter of baby seels." 

However, be htd harsh words 
for "some Swedi^ new«paperi” 
which he calls 'irrespOTsible.”

Planting Trees 


If you ace planning on putting in any 
trait ot shade trees this spring, better 
not put it otr too long. Trae. the 
condition of the soil In some gardens is 
still rather wet and sloppy and 
unpleasant to work, but diere are ways 
and meant of overcoming these 
troubles. 

If you haven't selected and ordered 
your trees yet, better get cracking, (or 
the first rule in the nursery business is 
“first ccane, first served,” and the early 
bird always has the best choice of 
material. 

Then, while awaiting delivery of your 
trees, the thing to do is get a good 
supply of soil in under cover so it can 
dry off and Ime some of its excess 
moisture. 

Given a good supply of reasonably 
dry soil to work in around the roots, 
you can plant even If spring rains 
should turn your garden into a tea oC 
■loppy mud.

Don't skimp on the elbow grease 
when it oomes to mixing these 
ingredients. Not only is it important to 
get the bone meal distributed evenly 
through the mass, but the turning and 
mixing aerates the soil and improves its 
texture. 

If you have any reason to suspect 
the drainage on your land. It is a good 
idea to take out the planting holes well 
in advance of planting, then watch them 
to see if there is any tendency to fill up 
with water.

With your tree in position, start 
filling in over the roots with your 
prepared peat*so]1>fertilizer mixture, 
jiggling the plant up and down 
occasionally as the work progresses to 
work the dryish soil around and under 
the roots. When planting is about two 
thirds cunplete, stop and pjur In a 
bucked of water to which has been 
added some Alginure or some vitamin B- 
1. When this drains away, complete the 
filling in with loose, dry soil on top. 

Every newly planted tree must have 
a stake, for the slightest rocking in the 
wind will tend to break the fine root 
hairs Just as they are forming. The best 
plan Is to insert the stake firmly before 
filling in, to avoid spearing any of the 
precious roots. 


It is a waste of time and money to 
put a tree's roots into such a sump hole, 
and s«ne means should be taken to 
drain the land before undertaking any 
planting, even if this means post^ning 
ywr tree-planting project until fall. 

In taking out the planting pits, DO 
make sure they are wide enough across. 
They dwi't have to be overly tieep — 14 
inches is ample — but they MUST be 
big enough to take the full spread uf Uw 
roots wittwut any bending or cramping. 

The all-important portinu ot the 
roots are tlw tips, and nothing must be 
allowed to interfere with the free flow of 
sap to these active and busy tips. 

I Uke to make a small hummock or 
mound of aofl In toe middle of my 
planting pit; I beat the top and sloping 
sides of the mout^ with the back of my 
spade until it is quite firm end hard. I 
sit my tree up on this mound, with the 
roots sloping outward and gently 
downward, then I check for depth of 
planting.

After woridng hotrs, exi^ 
sives and detonators must tw 
either returned to toe suppUsr or 
stored In an approved ware¬ 
house under survelUsnce. 

Any theft of explosives or det¬ 
onators must be reported Imme¬ 
diately to provlnclat or munici¬ 
pal police. 

KEEP REODTEB 

Employers who store explo¬ 
sives must keep a register con¬ 
taining names and addresses d 
persons to whom explosives sxe 
sent or from vtoom explosives 
are received.

In all irutances the 26 grants 
had been xcrutinixed by the 
C 0 m m u ni^ Welfare Council 
which, under its director Garth 
Home, brought in a recom¬ 
mendation on each.
